Rupreoht of tbe Rhine vaa a good 
aad able man, but there was still a 
party who made , the existence ei 
WecEOl an excuse for obeying noboay,. 
said the new King was not liiDng 
enough to force thtm to obey Mm. 
He tried to Interfere in the altalis ot 
Italy, which waa in a state of giBst 
disordei;. tiut he was defeated at 
Brescia wtiere the Duke ot Auatria 
was made priaoner, and this halUe 
was the laat the Germans fought on 
the other Bids ui the Alps for at lasl 
tiity years, during which time the 
great free towns were nearly all seised 
by tyiant citizens, -wibn took the shls! 
power. 

In Germany Ruprecht was more re- 
epccte<i, and put down the lajustke 
ot the Markgraf ot Baden, who made 
everyone who went through hie luids 
pay 8 heavy toil, Ruprecht mairlea 
his eldest aon, Ludwig, to Blaaicbe, . 
daughter ol Henry IV. of England, hat 
she died at the end ot the flrst year. 

On P.nprccht's death. In 1410, the 
Elwtora west back to the House of 
Luxemburg: but they were nnr «irre«!. 
hair of them taking Jotet uf Luiein- 
burg, Markgraf ot Moravia, son of i 
younger son of the blind John o{ 
Bohemia ; and tbe other halt, Ms 
cousin Sleginund, King ot Hungary, 
and Elector of Breadenhurg.

<tempt at a coimcll having been held

CHAPTER XXV. 

Acidity of the Stomach.— This con- 
dition Is due to germs, and the "-re 
lies In getting rid of the germa. Germs 
of fBrmcntatlon In th« stomach pro- 
duce, nrat alr<>hol, then cailwnic add, 
and ithen acetic acid. A person trou- 
bled wiltfh this form of dyapcpsla 
ahouild be oaieful to take only such 
articles of food laa do not Saivor the 
developmeiDit of germs,and Ibbua starve 
them out. Tlhe -worst articles are all 
fat foods, ■and sugar, aind all rorma of 
sweets, including ice-cream and cake. 
Boiled milk and unfermented hreaids 
are excellent foods to take. Another 
thing to do Lb to wdiAh the germs out 
or the stomach by drinking freriy of 
hort. waiter an hour ibefore mwils. if 
food 'is put into the stomach already 
Bour, of course fermenltablon wlU be 
set up Immediately. It la like atrain- 
Ing new milk tnto unwashed Dana 
from whliSi sour milk hiau been 
emptied. Some iwrsons notice that 
just -as soon as they eat, their stomach 
becomea sour, llhe third a.mportont 
thing to do te to stLmulate the stom- 
aeb to make more SBEtric Juice, which 
Is a netura! antiseptic, a.nd prevents 
fermentation, and qIjmj hastens aJb- 
Borptlon. The glands may be stlm- 
ulttited by lapplyliDg bot tomentatlona 
to the stoniacii for half au Jiijur im- 
mediately after the close of a meal, 
or, easier still, by wearing a rubber 
bag, nued with hot water, directly 
over the stomach for half an hour or 
an hour. Heat tis a niatural stimulant, 
and there are no possible 111 edects 
from Its use In this way. 

It Is a very easy and eommon prac- 
tice tocorreqt the acidity by neutral- 
izing It with am. alkali— a Uttle soda. 
for example; but the object ils to cure 
the patient, and the patient la the 
stomacfli In IfMR <y^.^. Sweot tii=S5 
are particularly -apt to produce a sour 



stomach, wWle add things, with tke 
exception of plTjities, have a tendency 
to isweerten It, popular 1)01161 to the 
■contrary. Some will say that they a-re 
obliged to eat tt great deal of sugar 
Willi add fruits. In order to keen the 
etomach from aourlng; hut the addi- 
tion of augar doea not neutralize the 
lacld. Cbemlfits prove that from a 
chemical standpoint, sugoj^ is as much 
an acid as is fruit. An add la any 
su'batance wihlch rwtll combine with 
an Qil^all. Sugar will combine with 
lime, and make saccharate ot Umc. 
In making biscuit the housewife does 
not combine atild. sour milk with vin- 
egar, but uses soda. Sugar added to 
acid frmlt disguises the acid from the 
palate, but not from the stomaeh. 
No food hard to digest should he 
eaten by one troubled witrm aoid d'/s- 
pepsla. If so. It remains In the stcm- 
ach a ilong time, until that orgasn- Is 
worn out, an'd eaetric juice ueing de- 
flclent, tihe mllerobes which are pres- 
ent go actively to war!:, and r;et up a 
ferment. Too much ot even thft w^t 
food should be avoided. The stomach 
ma-y make gaetrlc juice enough for a 
moderate Quantity, hut not for a larg^ 
quamtity. 

Ulcerated Stomach. — In ulceration 
of the atomaeh there Is usually great 
pain felt w^hon pre:jBing over some 
parrlcuiar part of the region of tie 
stomach, an occasional vomiting of 
blood, pain on swallowing hot or eojld, 

■arc aomc of the most cbaracterlstic 
symptoms.

The introduction of .food inio the 
atomach is like taking a fresh cold 
lu the nose, and the only thing to do 
is to stop eating and givs the stomach 
a rest. Somctlmts it is necessary 
to wash the stomach out by means of 
tubes ot solt ruober, which arc made 
to aci as siphons — with a fountain 
higher than the m-inhh; end eftp:- 
rinsing It thoroughly with water, uso 
a disinfectant solution Just as In na- 
sal catarrh. There arc Bfime f-psp.^ in 
which the stomach has become st 
enormously large thn* a partc-t re 
ecvery -cannot be ma«e. Tht best 
mode ot treatment is to taut tor a 
few days, and then be^Li ot tne moi! 
a day, BO as to give tht; etomach a 
long time to recover from lhe ill ef- 
fects which PoHow eating. The lin- 
ings of the etomach are covered with 
a tough, tenacious slime, and so di- 
gestion Is largely pio vented. Nutri- 
tive Buemas are valuable, and It is a 
good plan to wash out the stomach 
with hot water. Milk bhA farinaceoiiB 
foods arc the best, though many ore 
unable to take ilu'lds on nccount ot 
alow ab&urption. l^ior such, dry food
